Re claim 9, Fig. 4 of von Gutfeld clearly shows that the light reflection layer 401 has a concave-convex 
structure which has inclined surfaces and formed only in the area under the sealing material 101. Re claim 17, Applicant claims a liquid 
crystal display device instead of an instilling method. Finally, re claim 20, Nishiguchi discloses a liquid crystal display device having a 
same structure as the claimed invention, therefore the device of Nishiguchi will perform the same function as the claimed invention. 
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
